Mr. Meilen said in the Rhode Island 
trriley transaction he was assisted by 
various members of the board of di¬ 
rt ctora. 

’‘Was there Influence exerted to in¬ 
duce you *■> acquire the trolley line?” 
asked Mr. Folk. * | 

“I never have known,” responded Mr. 
Meilen, “a large transportation matter 
that wa.s not backed by Influence. 'The 
tact Is that in the acquisition of these 
electric lines t was working toward 
great principle. Sooner or later I felt 
that transoortation was to be by elec¬ 
tricity.” 

”Do you think control of that kind 
fair to the public?” 

"The control muat be such as was 
'conteniplatsd in New England, or tt 
loust be In the hands of th« govern¬ 
ment.” answered Mr. Mellea with 
empha.sls. 

“You regard control by one man as a 
giiod thing?” 

“That la a misnomer. No one man 
could control It. I had more bosaea 
whep I was president of the New 
Haven at x salary of 160,000 than when 
I was a clerk at |50 a month.” 

“The main force was Mr. Morgan, 
was It not?” 

’The great force in the world Is 
brains, and Mr. Morgan had them.” re¬ 
plied Mr. Meilen squarely.

This has been variously Interpreted 
by the native#, and fears of an Amerl 
can selsure have spread throughout the 
city.

boarders at his hotel wanted to know 
of the whereabouts of Dominick Oen 
tile, who had gone out Ashing the 
night liefore and had not reappeared. 

Having said this Bcbacqua Immedi¬ 
ately left for Vancouver. One of the 
l>oarders followed him and another] 
went out to look for Gentile's body, 
which was found In a reclining posi¬ 
tion against a rock. Gentile's Ashing] 
rod lay at his side where It had fallen 
out of his hand when a bullet, fired 
from ambush across a amall lake, had 
ripped through hla abdomen and| 
emerged from his back. 

The man who followed Bebacqua 
when tha latter fled notifled Police 
Coaatabie Thomas Mason at Newport, 
and he In turn notified the Vancouver] 
police, who arrested Bebacqua when 
he stepped off the steamer Bowena 
on her arrival on Wednesday night. 
A charge of murder was laid agalost| 
him to-day. 


Niagara Falls, Ont., May 21.—The 
South American mediators, in an In 
formal conference to-day with the re¬ 
presentatives of General Huerta, sought 
to learn in a general way the view 
point of the Mexican representatives on 
various tentative plans for a solution 
of tha Mexican problem. 

The mediators pursued the same 
course with the Mexican delegatee to¬ 
day as they did with the American 
peace commissioners last night.

UPON BUCKINGHAH PALACE 


Scotland Yard Turns Out Fifteen Hundred 
Men to Prevent Followers of Mrs. Pank- 
hurst Presenting Petition For Votes to 
King George at Royal Residence 


London, May 21.—Police broke up! 
to-day a targe crowd of suffragette] 
raiders who were marching on 
Buckingham Palace for the purpose of] 
handing a petition to King George. 
When the women reached the top of 
ConailtutloD Hill, the police dispuraed: 
them and arrested Mrs. Fhnmetinej 
Pankhurst and several other leaders. 

8t. James Park and the grounds of] 
Buckingham Palace were crowded to¬ 
day with police, the mobilisation of] 
men having been ordered to op-[ 
pose the attempt of the suffragettes. 

Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst, the] 
leader of the mttltants. had announc 
ed that she would lead a great pro¬ 
cession to the royal residence. 

The polloe formed a ring around the 
palace and Its grounds as the women! 
had threatened to scale the high walls] 
enclosing the gardens. All the detec¬ 
tives from police headquarters at 
Bcotland Yard were on duty and a 
body of 1.000 patrolmen was held In 
reserve. 

The skirmish between the police and 
the suffragettes was lively while It 
lasted. I 

Mrs. Pankhurst. surrounded by al 
bodyguard consisting of several hun 


from the portal of a residenceV^ppo- 
site. the park, crossed the road to the] 
gates and attempted to march down 
the drive to the palace. 

Mounted police then barred her pre- 
greas. The women, who were armed 
with sticks, attempted to cut their] 
way through the lines of patrolmen. 
They fought with vigor. 

Several women were Injured In the 
stniggle. The raiders were finally 
driven back, but left Mra Pankhurst 
and a number of her lieutenants In] 
the clutches of the poHee-, while on -the] 
ground was a considerable collection 
of remnants of garments- which had 
been tom off tha women In the hand- 
to-hand fighting. The Pbike aieo euf-.

Denser 
clouds of smoke over the clt}' tell to¬ 
day of the sweep of ths devastation of 
the northern forests. The warm 
weather of the last few days has In¬ 
creased the danger. Along the Inter¬ 
national boundary and from Quebec 
to Lake Superior there is acareely a 
belt of forest which haa not auffered 
damage. Navigation on the river is 
held up. The Virginian and Corin¬ 
thian reached Quebec this morning hut 
are not attempting to come to Mon- 
‘treal to-day on account of the thick 
blanket of amoke hanging over the 
river. The Lake Michigan la anchored 
at Batlscan awaiting the smoke to lift. 
All the way down to Quebec river 
craft are waiting for an opportunity 
to escape from the smoke. The com¬ 
manders of vessels who have succeed¬ 
ed In getting through report having 
been held up. 

The woods behind Three Rivers and 
Cape De LaMsdelelns are In many 
piaoea alight and ths amoke Is dense 
over the river.

Loudon, May 21.—The IriaK 
Home Rule Bill entered to-day on 
ita laat stage in the House of 
Commons. The vote on the third 
reading of the measure is to be 
taken May 26, after which, if it 
paaae.s. it will hecome law. 

Premier Asquith declined to 
state the terms of the proposed 
amending hill and reiterated that 
the goveriimeut was prepared to 
consider sympathetically any sug¬ 
gestions which might render its 
proposals in regard to ITIster more 
scceptahle. 

The sitting of the House of 
Commons was suspended until to¬ 
morrow in consequence of the per¬ 
sistent disorderliness of the oppo¬ 
sition members, who thus suc¬ 
ceeded in forcing an adjournment, 
the motion for which had juit 
been defeated by a vote of 286 to 
176. 

Immediately after the vote had 
been taken the Unionists started 
the refrain ^‘Adjourn, adjourn,” 
the uproar being long and loud. 
The speaker 6nally rose and ask¬ 
ed Andrew Bonar Law, the leader 
of the Opposition whether he as¬ 
sented in the demonstration. 
Amid shouts from his sup|5orters 
of “Don’t answer.” Mr. Law re¬ 
fused to reply and the speaker de¬ 
clared the sitting suspended, say¬ 
ing there was nothing else he 
could do as Mr. Law declined to 
assist him in maintaining order. 

Premier Asquith and his col¬ 
leagues in the cabinet who re¬ 
mained in their seats were fierce¬ 
ly assailed with abusive epithets 
by the opposition, to which the 
ministerialists replied with cheers 
and the waving of handkerchiefs. 

The scene in the House followed 
a series of hitter speeches by An¬ 
drew Bonar Law and other Union¬ 
ists in wiiicli they denounced Pre¬ 
mier As(|uith for liis refusal to ac¬ 
quaint the House of (Commons 
witli the terms of his amending 
hill to the Irish Home Rule Bill. 

As the niemimrs filed out of the 
chamber Henry Page Croft, a 
Unionist, raised the shout “Three 
cheers for Kiug .John,” the refer¬ 
ence being to John Redmond, the 
Nationalist leader.

' When the C P. R. liner Empress of 
Japan, which arrived here yesterday, 
took her departure from Hongkong on 
April 30. the whole town was In a high 
state of excitement, which had be«'n 
brought about by the perpetration of 
cne of the boldest acts of piracy known 
in a groat many years. The British 
steamship Tal On w’as the victim of 
the notorious gang of pirates which 
has been operating In the vicinity of 
Hongkong for some time, and when the 
Japan left it was feared that 288 of the 
passengers bad lest their lives. 

Although a brief cablegram was re¬ 
ceived here of the hold-np at sea. no 
details were received until the officers 
of the Empress of Japan spoke yester¬ 
day. The British officers of the Tal On 
fought the pirates and beat them back.

Among those rescued from the 
burning ship was a Chinese who was 
In possession of $8,090. which It sup¬ 
posed to be part of the loot. Many 
lives were lost through the exchange 
of shots, the officers of the steamship 
being particularly Ane marksmen, with 
the result that the Chinese suffered 
heavily. j 

It to a strange coincidence that the 
Tal On was tbe centre of a piratical | 
attack on the same day at the Mme 
hour and the same spot In 1918. 

Pirate attacks on Chinese coasting 
steamers have become numerous of 
late, several vessels having been at¬ 
tacked.
